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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 35 and 37, the applicant argues 
that the cited prior art fails to teach reading a portion of the previously written data while the write element is positioned at least partially 
over another track. However, Teo teaches reading the previously written bit pattern during write element reposistion in Figure 8 and 
Paragraph 8. Further, the applicant asserts that claims 35 and 37 are allowable because the allowed claims 15 and 22 dislose similar, not 
identical, limitations as claims 35 and 37 do. However, claims 15 and 22 disclose an invention much narrower in scope than claims 35 and 
37 does. Thus, the rejection is proper. 

Regarding claims 27, 32, 48, 51 , 52 and 59, the applicant argues that the cited prior arts fail to teach writing the posistion field in two steps. 
However, Teo discloses in Figure 8, writing a first portion ("PPL Field") and a second portion ("User Data") at different times ("two steps"). 
Futher, the examiner notes that Teo teaches writing data and verifying the written data, and Zhu teaches media certification associated with 
servo data write. Thus, the combination of the two anticipates the claimed invention of writing servo frames and verifying the written servo 
frames. 
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
